always been a liberal one. 


The fact that the price of con- 


struction is very high, and that there 
is no indication of any drop, would 
indicate that it will be quite a heavy 
investment.

of men and generally be a good thin? 
for this city.

The paving stone for next year's 


concrete streets In Grand 
R«,p1dft 


started to arrive In this city last Fri- 
day, three cars being received hero 
and placed along the right of way 
between Grand Rapids and the South 
Side. 
The stone is being unloaded 


at the Falk American Potato Flour 
Co. plant and according to City En- 
gineer Thompson, quite a saving is 
being effected by the winter haul- 
ing. 
At the present time, bo states, 


they are hauling on sleighs ami in- 
stead of hauling two cubic yards to 
the load as they did during the sum- 
mer in wagons,, they aro hauling 
four cubic yards to the load. -The 
sleighs travel much easier than wa- 
gons and a saving In time Is also 
brought into it. 


The city is having some bins con- 


structed that will be placed along 
the railroad right of ways. 
Thoy 


will be portable and as soon as a car 
of stone arrives it will be unloaded 
into the bins. 
The bins aro to ho 


arranged with chutes which will load 
directly into a wagon or sleigh with- 
out effort and with quite a saving in 
time.

BIG INSTITUTE HERE 


GOV'T ANIMAL INSPECTOR 


CAMMED HERE BY CHOLERA 


Dr. H. D.. Larzelere, of Menomo- 


nie, Wis., veterinary inspector of the 
Bureau of Animal 
Industry, 
was 


called to this city on Monday of this 
week by an outbreak of hog cholera 
which appeared in the herd of swine 
owned by the Nekoosa-Edwards Pa- 
per Co. at Port Edwards. 
On Tues- 


day three of the animals had died 
and practically the entire herd was 
sick. Dr. Larzelere stated that they 
had ordered serum and that the en- 
tire herd would be vaccinated as 
soon as it arrived. 


The federal doctor has issued a 


warning to owners of hogs in this 
section to have their hogs vaccinated 
immediately in order that the disease 
may not spread. 
The vaccination is 


almost an absolute preventative, he 
states, and it also has some curing 
powers. 
He urged that the farmers 


quarantine their hogs as well, to pre- 
vent the spread of the disease. 


Hogs that are fed with garbage, 


the doctor said, are always exposed 
more to cholera than grain and corn 
fed animals. 
The hogs at Port Ed- 


wards are fed from the garbage ob- 
tained at' the company' hotel. Pieces 
of pork often reach them, he stated, 
In the garbage, that may have been 
cut from a pig that was affected 
slightly with choleraj transmitting 
the disease to them.

PRESIDENT WILSON'S LETTER. 
Congratulating the party upon the 


opportunity offered to be of service 
to the country In Uie matter of the 
League of Nations, Inasmuch as Its 
"Ideas best fit it for the task of leader- 
ship in such a work," the chief execu- 
tive wrote practically as follows: 


"The United States enjoyed the-spir- 


itual leadership of the world until the 
senate of the United States failed to 
ratify the treaty by which the bellig- 
erent nations sought to effect the set- 
tlements for which they had fought 
throughout the war.

PRESIDENT WILSON'S LETTER, 
Congratulating tlio party upon the

Bible. 


"Without the covenant of the league 


of nations there may be as many se- 
cret treaties as ever, to destroy the 
confidence of governments In eiich 
other, and their validity cannot he 
questioned. 
None of, the objects we 


professed to ho fighting for has been 
Bocurcd or can be made certain of 
without this nation's ratlllciillon of 
Die treaty. . . . 


World Peace Depends on U. S. 


"The question Is whether this coun- 


try will enter and enter whole-heart- 
edly. If It does not do so the United 
States and Germany will play n lone 
hand In the world. The maintenance 
of the peace of the world and the ef- 
fective execution of the treaty depend 
upon the whole-hearted parMdpatlon 
of (he Untied Stales. I am not slat- 
Ing It us u matter of power. The point 
In that the United States Is the only 1 


nation which hiibmifllclent moral force 
with the rest of the world to guaran- 
tee the substitution of discussion for 
war. 
If i we keep out of this agree- 


ment, If we do not give our guaran- 
tees, (lien another attempt will he 
made to crush the new nations of Ku- 
ropo. 


Believes People Desire Ratification. 
"I do not believe thut this Is what 


the people of this country wish or will 
bo satisfied with. Personally, I do not 
accept the action of the senate nf the 
United ifltates ns the decision of the 
nation. 1 have asserted from the (irsl 
that the overwhelming majority of the 
people of this country desire the rati- 
fication of the treaty and my Impres- 
sion to that effect has recently been 
continued by the unmistakable evi- 
dences of public opinion given during 
my visit to seventeen of the stales.

"This, In my judgment, Is to be the 


great privilege of the democracy of the 
United Stales, to show that It -Jim leau\ 
t!u> nay In the solution of the great 
social and Industrial problems of our 
time, ami lead the way to a Imppy set- 
lied order of life as well as to political 
liberty, 


"The program for this achievement 


we must attempt to formulate, and In 
carrying It out we shall do more than 
can he dune In any other way to sweep- 
out of existence the tyrannous and 
arbitrary forms of power, which are 
now masquerading under the name of 
popular government."

serve army for a period of live years, but under no. conditions. Senator 
\Vndsworth said, could the reservists be called upon to perform military serv- 
jce except in case of declaration of war.

USTRALIA being considered a 


continent, then Papua (British 
New 
GnineaJ 
is the largest 


island in rhe world. This terri- 


tory is made up of the mainland of 
Papua itself and many small island 
groups. Papua lies to the north of 
Australia, and 
includes the 
much- 


talked-of territory formerly called Ger- 
man New Guinea. It is a land of won- 
derful scenery, of strange peoples, of 
the grandest commercial possibilities. 
It is the richest asset of the common- 
wealth of AustnWIa, writes Thomas .1. 
McMahon in the Illustrated London 
News. 
• 
Through the center of 
the 
island 


runs a great mountain chain, termed 
the central mountains, many of the 
summits running from 6.000 to 10,000 
feet in height. 
These mountains are 


covered all. (he year round to the u t - j 
most peaks with the most vivid ver- | 
dure. 
Under the bright blue skies of 


the tropics and the flashing sun. they 
are at 'all times grandly imposing, 
standing out, as they do. like masses 
of burnished gold. 
Away in the sum- 


mits, seldom traversed by the white 
man, are most uncommon scenic beau- 
ties. The effects of sunlight and mists 
to be seen in looking over the great 
valleys are wonderful In the extreme. 
Such" mist effects are not to be found 
in any other part of the world. 
Some 


d«y tourists will flock to Papua and to 
the wonderland of its mountains. The 
mists are remarkable, coming and go- 
Ing, folding and spreading, rising- and 
falling, changing from a snow-white to 
gray, and sometimes in the flashing of 
sunbeams to brighter colors. At times 
with magic suddenness the mrsib van- 
ish, leaving the mountain tops above 
and valleys,below standing out sharp 
and clear, and revealing the great red 
gaps in the hillsides, from the amazing 
landslips that are ever going on, ac- 
companied by noise like the booming 
of great artillery. 
, 


Mountain Villages and Valleys. 


Round about and all along the moun- 


tain-sides are hundreds of small native 
villages—brown spots for all the world 
like the nests of some giant bird. These 
villages nrd perched on the ends of 
spurs, and even on the very brinks of 
precipices, and are approached only by 
hidden tracks, such is the caution of 
the natives to guard against the sud- 
den appearance of any tribal enemy. 
The valleys are superb as seen from 
the mountain spurs and looking over 
the dense, dnrk jungles, through which 
are streaked flashing bands of silver. 
the courses of the mighty rivers so 
numerous in Papua. Beginning in some 
mountain torrent—some waterfall, per- 
haps—these wide, swift-flowing rivers 
rush to the sea through jungles thut 
are thickly planted with nn amas-.ing 
variety of commercial timbers, and 
from which some day Boon thousands 
of sawmills will be sending to the coun- 
tries of the empire immense quantities 
of-timber and the pulp for paper. 


The mountain-sides 
nre 
walls of 


moss and fern. 
Giant trees of im- 


mense girth shoot up. the branches 
thickly festooned with bright flowering 
creepers, the great trunks gripped by 
monster vines with powerful clinging 
stems, and leaves whose length and 
breadth are measured'In feet. 
High in 


the branches sounds the strange, un- 
musical caw of the gorgeous Bird of 
Paradise; for this bird of the most 
brilliant plumage—more brilliant than 
any other bird in the world—is. after 
all but of the mean, low family of the 
common crow. 
Papua 
Is (he only 


country In the world that knows it is 
the home of the Bird of Paradise. 
There Is B wide variety, nnd the Inw 
protects the bird with such severity 
tha- a very heavy punishment is in- 
Hlcted for shooting It. or even for steal- 
ing its feathers. No sale of the feath- 
ers under any circumstances is allowed, 


and customs officers search tourists' 
luggage very diligently for any hidden 
piece of plumage. The wing or tail of 
a bird will be worth 
hundreds of 


pounds—one reason why they are sel- 
dom seen in ladies' bonnets nowadays. 


Some Wonderful Insects. 


In this wonderland of Papua is found 


the island's specialty, the giant butter- 
fly. These beautiful, many-colored in- 
sects measure from twelve to eighteen 
inches from"wing-tip to wing-tip, and 
they have bodies the size of a small 
bird. 
Specimens of these butterflies 


are to be seen in the collection of the 
late Baron Rothschild, who sent out to 
Papua a scientist to collect rare in- 
sects and birds. 
Another marvelous 


insect, of the cricket class, is what, is 
popularly called tlie "Six o'Clock" bee- 
tle. 
This little creature exists abun- 


dantly, nnd is really wonderful in its 
habits. It gets its name from the fact 
thut every night at precisely six o'clocic 
it gives forth a resonant, far-reaching 
chirp,, exactly like a loud electric bell. 
. In the mountains of Papua roam a 
pigmy-sized people, the pure Papuans. 
They nre a nice quite distinct from the 
coastal peoples, and with customs that 
are very primitive and strange. Though 
.small, they are perfect in stature, and 
the young people nre quite good-look- 


ing. 
" They are now fast coming with- 


in the pale of civilization, owing to the 
splendid work of the traveling magis- 
trates of the Papuan administration— 
a very fine body of civil servants. 
A 


few years back, before these magis- 
trates got in touch with these people, 
they were constantly at war. one tribe 
fighting another, sometimes destroying 
or wiping out whole villages, or. more 
often, killing the men and carrying oil 
the women. 
Men and women dress 


very meagerly—in fact, their main cov- 
ering is necklaces of dogs' teeth or 
shells, with a long white bone pencil 
stuck through the lower portion of the 
nose, 
and called "nose-sticks." 
The 


men paint their bodies with red and 
yellow pigments, and carry big bows 
and arrows, much bigger than them- 
selves. The women, always very sub- 
ject to thfe men, are silent nnd shy, 
and do not decorate themselves much. 
In time of widowhood or family mourn- 
ing they blacken their faces and hair, 
already very black, with charcoal, giv- 
ing them a most grotesque appearance. 
While the natives of tlie coast lands of 
Papua demand tobacco ns a present, 
the hill peoples 
delight in common 


coarse salt, nnd, gi*en n handful, they 
will treasure it up to make it last as 
long as possible. 


Huts Built Up on Poles. 


The. native villages have the huts 


built up on poles, and. while the family 
live on the upper story, pigs wallow In 
awful filth below, and. In consequonce. 
it is possible to smell a village miles 
away. These people are very fond of 
dogs and pigs as pets. Pigs are nat- 
ural to the island, but dogs are not, 
nnd tnis Is how the natives came to get 
them: 
Many years ago, when Papua 


(then called New Guinea) wns only oc- 
casionally visited by some plucky Brit- 
ish traders, n dog belonging to one of 
them proved an Immense attraction to 
the natives; and the trader, seeing a 
good opportunity to make money—or 
rather, a cheap way to get large sup- 
plies of copra (dried cocoanut for oil), 
of which the natives had plenty to bar- 
t7r away—went to Australia nnd in one 
of the Queensland towns bought up all 
the mongrel dogs that could be had. 
He got quite a ship fuIL and returned 
to Papua, doing a roaring trade, every 
dog selling for at least over twenty 
pounds—or that value In copra. 
In 


turn, the coastal natives bartered their 
dogs to the mountain natives, but the 
breeds from 
mongrels 
have 
deteri- 


orated until the wretched things now 
seen are hairless, ugly creatures, petted

USTRALIA being considered 
a 


continent, then Papua (British 
New 
Guinea.) 
Is the largest 


Island In Hie world. This terri- 


tory Is rnado up of the mainland oi 
Papua Itself and many small Island 
groups. Papua lies to the north of 
Australia, and 
includes the 
much- 


talked-of territory formerly called Ger- 
man New Guinea, It Is a land ot won- 
derful scenery, of strange peoples, of 
the grandest commercial possibilities. 
It Is the richest asset of! the common- 
wealth of Australia, writes Thomas J. 
McMahoii in the Illustraled London 
News. 


1 
Tluough the center of the 
Island 


rims a groat mountain elmln, termed 
the central mountains, many of the 
HUinmlts running from 0,000 to 10,000 
feet In height. These mountains are 
covered all Iho year round to the ut- 
mosl peaks with Ihe most vivid ver- 
dure. 
Under the bright blue skies of 


the tropics and tho flashing sun, they 
are at 'all 
times grandly Imposing, 


standing out, as they do, like musses 
of burnished gold. 
Away In Hie sum- 


mits, seldom travel sed by the white 
man, 
are most uiicommon scenic beau- 


ties. The effects of sunlight and mists 
to bo .seen In looking over the grenl 
valleys are wonderful In the extreme. 
Such mist effects arc not lo ho found 
In any other part of the world. Rome 
day tourists will (lock to Papua and to 
Ihe wonderland of Us mountains. The 
mists are remarkable, coming and go- 
Ing, 
folding and spreading, rising nnd 


falling, changing from a snow-whire to 
gray, and sometimes In the (lushing of 
sunbeams to brighter colors. At limes 
with magic suddenness Ihe misit, van- 
ish, 
leaving the mountain tops nbovo 


and valleys,below standing out sharp 
and clear, and revealing the great red 
gaps In the hillsides, from the amazing 
landslips that are ever going on, ac- 
companied by noise like the booming 
of great artillery. 


Mountain Villages and Valleys. 


Round about and all along the moun- 


tain-sides are hundreds of .small native 
villages,—brown spots for all Ihe world 
Ilka the nests of .some giant bird. These 
villages are perched on the ends of 
spurs, and even on the very brinks of 
precipices, and are approached only bv 
hidden tracks, such Is the caul Ion of 
the natives to guard against UK? sud- 
den appearance of any tribal enemy. 
Tho valleys are superb as seen from 
the mountain spurs and looking over 
Hie dense, dark Jungles, through which 
are streaked flashing hands of .silver, 
tho courses of the mighty rivers so 
numerous In Papua. Dcnimilng In vouie 
mountain torrent—some waterfall, per- 
haps—these wide, swlfl-tluwjhig rivers 
rush to the sea tluotigh jungles th'it 
are thickly planted with an amazing 
variety of commercial timbers and 
from which some day noon thousands 
of sawmills will be sending to the coun- 
tries of the empire immense (juuntltlcs 
of timber and the pulp for paper, 


The mountain-sides are walls of 


moss and fern. 
Giant trees of Im- 


mense glrlh shoot up, the branches 
thickly festooned with bright flowering 
creepers, the groat trunks gripped by 
monster vines with powerful clinging 
stems, and leaves whose length and 
breadth are tneasuraMn feet. 
High In 


tho branches sounds tha strange, un- 
musical caw of the gorgeous Bird of 
Paradise; for this bird of the most 
brilliant plumage—more brilliant than 
any other bird In the world—Is, after 
nil, but of the mean, low family of tho 
common crow. 
Papua Is Ihe only 


country In the world that knows It Is 
the home of the Bird of Paradise. 
There Is a wide variety, and Hie law 
protects Ihe bird with such severity 
that a very heavy punishment Is In- 
flicted for shooting II, or oven for steal- 
Ing Its feathers. 
No sale of tlio feath- 


ers under any circumstances Is allowed, 


and customs officers .search tourists' 
luggage very diligently for any hidden 
piece of plumage. The wing or tall of 
a bird will be worth hundreds of 
pounds—one reason why they are sel- 
dom seen In ladles' bonnets nowadays. 


Some Wonderful Insects. 


In this wonderland of Papua Is found 


the Island's specialty, the giant butter- 
fly. These beautiful, many-colored In- 
sects measure from twelve to eighteen 
Inches from wing-tip to wlng-tlp, and 
they havo bodies (he size of a small 
bird, 
Specimens of these bullerflles 


are to be seen In the collection of Ihe 
late Huron Holhsc.hlld, who sent out to 
Papua a scientist to collect rare In- 
sects nnd birds. 
Another marvelous 


Insect, of Ihe crlckel class, Is what Is 
popularly called the "Six o'clock" bee- 
lie. 
This l i t t l e crealure exists abun- 


danlly, and is iciilly wonderful In Its 
habits. It gets Us mime from the fact 
t h a t every night at precisely six o'clocit 
it gives forlh n resonant, far-reaching 
chhp, exactly like a loud electric bell, 


In the ninunlnlns of Papua roam a 


pigmy-slued people, the pure Papuans. 
They are a race quite distinct from tho 
eoaslnl peoples, and with customs Unit 
are very primitive nnd strange, Though 
small, they are perfect In stature, and 
the young people are quite good-look- 
ing 
They are now fast coming wllh- 


In (he pale of civilization, owing lo the 
splendid work of the l i n v e l l n g magis- 
trates of the Papuan administration— 
a very line body of civil servants. 
A 


few years back, before these magis- 
trates gol In touch \\lth these people, 
they were constantly at war, one tribe 
fighting another, sometimes destroying 
or wiping out whole villages, or, mnro 
often, killing the men and carrying oft 
the women. 
Men and women 'dress 


very moagerly—In fact, Ihelr main cov- 
ering Is necklaces of dogs' teeth or 
shells, with a long white bone pencil 
stuck through (lie lower portion of tho 
nose, anil called "nose-slicks." 
Tho 


men paint their bodies with red nnd 
yellow pigments, and carry big bows 
and arrows, much bigger than them- 
selves. 
The women, always very sub- 


ject to the men, are silent and shy, 
and do not decorate themselves much. 
In time of widowhood or famllv mourn- 
ing Uioy blacken (heir faces and hair, 
already very black, with charcoal, giv- 
ing them a most grotesque a p" pea ranee. 
While Ihe natives of (lie coast lands of 
Papua demand tobacco as a present, 
Iho bill peoples delight 
In common 


coarse salt, and, given n handful, they 
will treasure' It up to make II last us 
long sis possible. 


Huts Built Up on Poles. 


The,native villages have the huts 


built up on poles, and, while tho family 
live on the upper story, pigs wallow In 
awful llllh below, anil, In consequence, 
It Is possible to smell n village miles 
away. These people aro very fond of 
dogs and pigs as pets. Pigs are nat- 
ural to the Island, but clc5gs are not, 
nnd tills Is how the natives came lo get 
them: 
Many years ago, when Papua 


(then cnllod New Guinea) was only oc- 
casionally visited by some plucky Brit- 
ish traders, n dog belonging to one of 
them proved an Immense attraction to 
the natives; and the trader, seeing n 
good opportunity to make money—or 
rather, n cheap way to get largo sup- 
plies of copra (dried cocoanut for oil), 
of which Ihe natives hnd plenty to bar- 
f?r away—went to Australia and In one 
of tho Queensland towns bought up all 
Ihe mongrel dogs that could be had. 
lie got quite n ship full, nnd relumed 
to Papnn, doing a roaring trade, every 
clog soUli's" for at least over I twenty 
pounds—or Unit value In copra. 
In 


turn, the coastal natives bartered tlielr 
dogs to the mountain natives, hut tho 
breeds from mongrels have deteri- 
orated until the wretched things now 
seen are hairless, ugly creatures, petted

"Red clover seed with 5,086 nox 
ious anil 38.360 other weed seeds to 
the pound was offered and sold to 
Wisconsin farmers according to the 
Seed Inspection Division of the state 
department of agriculture. The seed 
inspector has collected and analyzed 
several samples taken from lots of 
seed shipped to Wisconsin by the 
American Mutual ' See'd Co. of Chi 
cago. In addition to the weed seeds 
above mentioned which constituted 
8.8 per cent by weight of the total 
bulk of seed there were 8.2 per cent 
of poor grade clover screenings, 3.8 
per cent of inert matter and 5.5 per 
cent of other crop seeds. 
In other 


words only .73.2 per cent 
or 
44 
pounds of each bushel was the red 
clover seed for which the 
farmer 


paid. 
"Similar lots are being shipped to 


Wisconsin farmers by the A. A. Ber 
ry Seed Co., Clarinda, Iowa.

sample of red clover seed contained 
GOO wild mustard, 600 Canada this 
tie 900 field dodder and 3600 buck 
horn, or a total of 5700 noxious 
weed seeds*to each pound of clover 
seed.

seeds to each pound of the mixture. 


"The red clover seed sold by the 


American Mutual under the name 
'Economy' brand has been offered at 
$20.70 a bushel when their 
high 
grade or 'Pinnacle' brand was offer- 
ed at $26.80. 
The Pinnacle seed is 


good seed, but is fully as high priced 
sa that being sold hy other dealers, 
"hence, if good seed is desired it will 
cost just as much coming from the 
American Mutual as from any other 
seedsman or seed concern. 
"The analysis of 'Economy' brand 


seed showed it to be only 73.2 per 
cent pure fair grade clover seed, or 
44 pounds of clover seed to each 60 
pounds sold. 
Forty-four pounds -at 


$20.70 makes the clover seed cost 
47 cents a pound. 
Using such seed 


would give only 73.2 per cent of a 
stand of clover. Using 10 pounds of 
the seed to an acre it would deposit 
50,680 noxious weed seeds to an acre 
the plants resulting from which it 
would take years of labor to eradi- 


"Grown in Wisconsin" is a label I 
that one-flfth of the cucumber pick- 
les in the United States ought to 
carry, judging from the figures for 
the 1913 crop published by the bu- 
reau of crop estimat-es.

When Mr. Jung opened the letter he 
ound that one Lucas Gallego had 
heard about his being a well known 
painter in Grand Rapids, and want- 
ed to know if he wanted to get in on 
he $300,000. The plan is that John 
pay the cost of a lawsuit to recover 
5300 000 in French bonds which Lu 
cas says rightfully belong to him 
However, Lucas is in jail just now 
and it will be necessary for John to 
take a hand in the matter of putting 
it across:- The latter tells John not 
to write but to wire if he cares to 
share in the spoils.

came to the conclusion that it woulc 
be considerable trouble for him to 
go into the matter, the amount in- 
volved being so small as to hardly 
be worth the trouble necessary to se- 
cure it, so he has decided not to 
take up the proposition.

TO GET SPANISH FORTUNE 


While John Jung has been pretty 


well known around Grand Rapids 
and Wood county for a number of 
years past, he was not aware until 
Monday of this week that his repu- 
tation had extended beyond the bor- 
ders of Wisconsin and even those ot 
the United States.

Following a careful survey of the 


influenza situation in the st/ato dur- 
ing the past week, the state board 
of health has Issued a statement 
advising the tightening of precau- 
tions to prevent a recurrence of last 
year's epidemic, 
Except |ln Mil- 


waukee, whore a few cases have boon 
reported, the state appears as yet 
to bo quite free from the disease. 
There are evidoncs, th board de- 
clares, ot an Increased number of 
cases of so-called grip that do not 
however, partake of thcN charactei 
of influenza, and the question arises 
whether those might not be a fore- 
runner 
otf (the recurrence ',o£ ,the 


"flu." 


"The indications to date show, 


says the board, "that Influenza is 
not associated in any considerable 
degree at least with the typo and 
character 
of illlnessos 
concoining 


This does not mean there are not a 
few cases of "flu" in certain sections 
of tho state, 
Milwaukee reports 


a number of cases, and tho health 
authorities there aro watching tho 
situation very closely 
There Is an 


apparent epidemic of "flu" at tho 
Great Lakes Naval Training station 
and Chicago reports tho prevalence 
of this malady there to a consider- 
able extent, with some fatalities. 


"This being the fact, it behooves 


health authorities in tho state of 
Wisconsin and tho medical profes- 
sion to exorcise due care in theii 
endeavor to determine whether or 
not influenza is actually present in 
any locality, and this board} j 
strongly, urges that citizens of the 
state use all precautions not to ex-

SALESMAN ENJOYS "FABRE" 


BOOKS AT FtTBMC WBRAKI 


The following review/is written by 


a traveling salesman who"was favor- 
ably impressed by some of the books 
at the T. B. Scott Public Library. He 
says:

We can .not read all of .the good 


books, out time would not permit it 
if we had nothing else' to do, so the 
problem is to spend the time we 
have to spare, reading the best boots 
procurable. 
'• 
. 


, Some -of us read for Instruction 
only, no book being dry or dull how- 
ever filled with techinical details, 
provided it Ijr.eats 'of subjects ,in 
which we are interested; 
others 


read exclusively for pleasure or to 
pass the time agreeably, and will not 
be bothered with the necessity of 
concentration; 
the great majority 


of readers; however, are happy with 
any 
book 
from 
which . they 
de- 


rive not only instruction which at 
the same time does hot tire, but 
leaves only pleasurable impressions 
on the mind, the facts of science re- 
membered because of the beautiful 
literary style in which they are pre- 
sented. 


Such books are rare, but when 


found, to the pleasure of reading 
them is that of directing to them the 
attention of our friends. 


Now whe,n we near or a book 


about insects, for instance, we are 
straightway reminded of rows of 
bugs arranged on cards, each with 
a pin stuck through its body, .with 
almost unpronouncable names under 
each, the name of the naturalist 
who first-clasified.-itv-per-hapB names 
of localities where the insect may be 
found, some measurements in the 
Metric system, in fact nothing that 
will attract the interests of the aver- 
age reader; 
so the books stand up- 


on the shelves of our libraries and 
are not read. 


The immortal biographies,'of men, 


are those that reveal their intimate 
and 
personal 
qualities,, 
t h e i r 


thoughts, 
character, 
conversations, 


their social and family life as well 
as their gfeat deeds. 


So must the biography of the in 


sect, if it is to interest us, inform us 
of each- detail of its life, how it 
comes into being, how it secures its 
food, builds its house, its courtship 
weddings, the miracles of instinct 
shown in many species, in providing 
for its-young which in many cases 
the parents never see. 


All of thes.e things in thousands 


of 
marvelous 
instances, 
described 


froni actual observations, extending 
over a period of nearly seventy 
years, are now available to us in the 
works of the great French natural- 
ist J. H. Fabre. called the Poet of 
science; .the self educated teacher, 
who -mastered several of the sciences 
in bis youth while he taught them. 
Keeping just one lesson ahead of his 
pupils, the whole range of the nat^ 
'ural sciences were perfectly familiar 
to him. 
Fabre's great life work, however, 


carried on through poverty, and un- 
der 
distressing 
handicaps, 
that 


would have discouraged any but the 
most exalted genius, was the study 
of entomology, and he writes to us 
of his "beloved insects" in language 
so marvelously beautiful, clear and 
easily understood, as to be perfectly 
fascinating and quite impossible to 
describe. 
He shows us that nearly all in- 


sects prey on one another, each hav- 
ing its particular enemy, which re- 
minds me of a few lines I read some- 
where, the author of which I have 
forgotten: 
Great fleas have lesses fleas, 


Upon their backs to bite 'em; 


The lesser fleas, still lesser fleas, 


And so ad infinitum. 
I will briefly detail one instance, 


for it would require a book merely 
to catolog the many observations and 
experiements this "inmutable obser- 
ver" as Darwin calls him, has hand- 
ed on to us. 
"The 
Cerceris 
wasps, 
nourish 


themselves only on the nectar of 
flowers; but their larvae which they 
will never behold, must have fresh 
and succulent flesh still palpitating 
with life. 
"The insect digs a tunnel in the 


soil, in which she places her eggs, 
and having provisioned the cell with 
select game—cricket, spider, cater- 
pillar or beetle—she finally closes 
the entrance, which she never cross- 
is again. 
. "Like nearly all insects, the young 
wasp is born in the larval state, arid 
from the moment of its hatching to 
the end of its growth—that is a per- 
iod of many days—the grub in the 
:ell can look out for no outside help. 


".Here then is a fascinating prob- 


lem; 
either the victims deposited 


by the mother are dead, and putre- 
faction attacks them at once, or else 
they are living, as indeed the larvae 
require; 
but then, what will be- 


come of the fragile creature, which 
a mere nothing will destroy, shut 
in the narrow chamber of the bur- 
row among the vigorous beetles, for 
weeks on end working their long 
spurred legs; 
or 'at grips with a 


monstrous caterpillar making play 
with its flanks and mandibles, roll- 
ing and unrolling its tortuous folds? 


Such is the thrilling mystery of 


which Fabre discovered the key. ' 


"With inconceivable ingenuity, the 


victim is siezed and thrown to the 
ground, and the wasp plunges her 
sting, not at random into the body, 
which fwjould! involve the "risk of 
death, but at determined points, 'ex- 
actly into the seat of those invis- 
able nervous ganglions which govern 
the various movements of the body 
of the creature. 
"Immediately after these subtle 


woundsHhe prey is paralized thruout 
its body; 
the true corpse is not 


more motionless. 


"But the wound is not' mortal; 


the insect continues to live, the hun- 
gry larvae finds its favorite meat 
and attacks the 
defenseless prey 


-with an exquisitely delicate art, nib- 
bling the viscera of its victim a lit- 
tle by little, with an infallible meth- 
od; 
the less essential parts first, 


and only in the last instance them 
which are necessary to life; 
here 


then is the incomprehensible spec- 
tacle 
of 
an 
animal eaten 
alive, 


mouthful by mouthful during per- 
iods extending from two weeks to 
sometimes a month, is hollowed out, 
grows less and less, and finally coll- 
apses, retaining to the end its suc- 
culence and freshness." 
| 


And so the observations of this 


amazing biologist, the one given h|ere 
being by no means oiie of the most 
interesting, 
extending 
in 
to 
the 


thousands. ,and would fill easily an 
astonishing 'five foot shelf." 


The object here is only "to call 


your attention to the intrepretatlon 
of nature, carried out in detail by 
Fabre the "Homer of the Insects" 
whose books in English translation 
are to be found in our public librar- 
i.es, and which are undoubtedly ne- 
glected. because so few have heard 
of them.

Washington.—The treaty of peace 


<vlth Germany will have its last chance 
in the United States senate soon after 
January 5, the date on which congress 
will reassemble. A goodly number of 
senators have remained here during 
the congressional recess for tlie ex- 
press purpose of trying to arrive at an 
agreement under which the treaty can 
be ratified. 
Representatives of 
the 


several groups into which the senate 
divided on the treaty are participating 
In the informal conferences that are 
being held. No one, however well in- 
formed, would undertake to say at this 
time what the outcome of this final 
effort to pave the way for ratification 
will be. 
All that can be said with 


certainty is that senators representing 
each of the political groups are show- 
ing a disposition to forget what has 
gone before aud to get together on 
ratification resolution. 


The senate will reconvene with the 


resolution offered by Senator Knox for 
a separate peace with Germany on the 
calendar subject to action at any tin)e. i amcs. 
This is a joint resolution, which means 
that to be adopted It would have to 
receive a majority vote In both senate 
aud house, nud having received such 
a vote it would go to the president for 
his signature. In answering a question 
submitted to him by Senator Fall more 
than two months ago. President Wil- 
son said that under no circumstances 
would he ever sign a resolution pro- 
viding for a separate peace with Ger- 
many, and so it is assured that if the 


work on the new apportionment they 
will give attention to u somewhat wide- 
spread demand that the new appor- 
tionment 
cut down the number of 


members, probably to 400. . There will 
be determined opposition to making 
any reduction, and, indeed, the cen- 
sus committee will have to listen to 
much argument in favor of holding 
the number up to what it is under 
the present apportionment or even in- 
creasing It to 450. 


Since 1790, when the first count of 


the people was made, the house hiis 
taken a jump upward In membership 
every ten years, with two exceptions. 
The first house of representatives, 
which was created by constitutional 
apportionment, contained only 63 mem- 
bers. 
The apportionment under the 


census of 1790 increased the member- 
ship to IOC, and the growth by decades 
since that date has been as follows: 
1800, W2 members; 1810. 186 mem- 
bers; 1820. 213; 1830, 242; 1840, 232; 
1830, 237 (in these two decades the 
house decreased- In membership from 
what it was in 1&30); I860, 243; 1870, 
293; 1880, 332; 1800. 357; 1900. 391; 
and 1910, 435. 


Gain for States With Big Cities. 
The greatest increase in representa- 


tion has taken place In the states in 
which large cities have sprung up dur- 
ing the las't century. For Instance, New 
York state started off In 1700 with 
only ten representatives. 
Today that 


state has 43 seats In the house. Penn- 
sylvania, started off in 1870 with 13 
members of the body and now lias 36; 
Illinois was not represented at all In 
the house until 1810, and then by one 
member only. That state now has 27 
representatlves. 
Ohio was represent- 


ed by one member In 1800, and through 
increase in population has gained 22 
seats in the house.

'struggleln front of that little Tennessee town than 
were killed in the two drfys' fight at Chickamauga 
or the three days' fight at Gettysburg, where three 
times as many soldiers were in battle. Ajid let me 
emphasize this with the statement that more brig- 
adier and major generals were killed at Franklin 
in that eight hours' fight than in the whole world 
war of four years and over where nearly 18,000,- 
000 soldiers were In the hell of battle. [Applause.] 


I was colonel, commanding the One Hundred 


and Eleventh Ohio, just to the right of the old 
cotton gin, nnd just in front of a grove of black 
locusts. Early in the fight Colonel Lowrey of the 
One Hundred aud Seventh Illinois, and Col. Leroy 
Clark of the One Hundred and Eighty-Third Ohio, 
were killed, which left me the ranking officer of 
the battle line of the brigade, which I commanded 
to the end of the struggle. My regiment suffered, 
both in officers nnd men, the largest casualty list 
of any regiment in the Union army.

undertaken by private owners on a 
large scale, but since then the situa- 
tion has materially changed. The need 
for the adoption of an enlarged pro- 
gram of acquisition, the foroster points 
out has become increasingly 
urgent. 


More than twenty years ngo the divi- 
sion of forestry, as it was then called, 
offered to give advice and assistance 
to private timber owners who might 
wish to consider applying forest man- 
agement to their properties. By the 
middle of 1005 requests had been re- 
ceived for the examination of private 
holdings, large and small, comprising 
in all 10,900,000 acres of land. Many 
of these requests were from large lum- 
ber companies and other owners of 
extensive 
timber tracts.

preliminary examinations, a number of 
these large owners entered Into co- 
operative agreements for the prepara- 
tion of working plans.

Feminine Army Starts Three Months' 


Test to Pave Way for Safe In- 


vestment. 


The savings division of the treas- 


ury'department is depending on the 
women of the nation not only to help 
bring down the high cost of living, but 
to establish the permanent practice of 
saving money and material, and finally 
tlie investing of these savings in safe 
securities, such as War Savings stamps 
and $100 and $1,000 Treasury Savings 
oertincates. 


Under the signature of William 


Mather Lewis, director of the savings 
division, a letter has been sent to die 
presiding officers of all the principal 
women's organizations of the country. 
The general plan for the \vork of the 
women in 1920 has been worked out in 
a. national way by Mrs. Grace G. Bart- 
lett, vice director In charge of wora- 
en's organizations. 


Supplementing Ihe letters sent out 


by her and Director Lewis, a similar 
letter has been sent to all the women's 
organizations in the five states of the 
Seventh district that have no national 
thrift chairmen. In his letter Direc- 
tor Lewis said in pact: 


"The 
influence of women in working 


out the grent economic problems Is in- 
valuable. It is in the power of women 
to regulate the use and control the 
price of the necessities of life. They 
are the buyers. They must also be the 
savers. When this power is applied in 
a concentrated way. women will be one 
of the greatest factors in solving the 
present problem ijf the liigh cost of liv- 
ing and in establishing the permanent 
practice of saving money and material. 
The savings division called into confer- 
ence the national thrift chnirtnen of 
the following women's organizations: 
Association of Collegiate -Alumnae, 
Daughters of the American Revolution. 
General Federation of Women's Clubs. 
National Catholic War council. Na- 
tional Congress of Mothers and Parent- 
Teachers' associations, National Coun- 
cil of Jewish Women, National Federa- 
tion of Business and 
Profession:^ 


Women's Clubs, National League for 
Women's Service; Women's depart- 
ment. 
National 
Chyc 
Federation, 


Young Women's Christian association. 


"It was agreed that these organiza- 


tions should he asked to make a test 
among their membership of the wis- 
dom with which money is spent. This 
test wns to be started January 1 and 
continued as an experiment through 
February and March. The plan Is a*- 
follows: 
"January—To keep accounts. Each 


Individual will be asked to keep an ac- 
count of her daily expenses, grouping 
them under such items as rent, food, 
clothing, household service, amuse- 
ments, incidentals, etc. 


'.'February—To save. 
Each indivi- 


dual will analyze the January ex- 
penses and make an effort through in- 
formation gained in January to save a 
certain amount through conservation 
without hardship. 


"March—To invest. Each Individual 


will make a calculation of how much 
was saved on living expenses in Feb- 
ruary over an equal number of days In 
January. In this month an effort will 
be made to encourage the members of 
these organizations to invest their sav- 
ings In government securities."
